There  are  some  very  simple  -  yet  major  -  con- 
tributions we  try  to  make  at  Coahoma  Junior  College  to  the  present  day  new  directions  and  new 
dimensions. 

Certainly,  we  are  committed  to  excellence  in  all  our  work  at  Coahoma  Junior  College, 
and  this  is  more  than  the  currently  fashionable  thing  to  do  in  education  -  it  is  absolutely  basic.
